The following corrections are for Vol. XXXVI, No. 2 (1975). Page 374, line 
19, should read: Most striking of all is that in ‘a collection on “Church Strug- 
gle” and “Holocaust” few essays dealing with the former subject touch on 
antisemitism, and that not one focuses on the crucial distinction between 
“non-Aryan” Christians and Jews. Page 376, line 20, should read: Doubtless 
these characteristics attach to other kinds of deep-seated prejudice as much as 
to antisemitism. But this admission or insistence becomes itself the devil’s ploy 
if it obscures the fact that antisemitism is “totally unique,” that there are “no 
parallels” to it. 
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
